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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 8, 10-29 and 32-37 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-1 1 and 30-31, now claims 1, 8, 10-11 
and 32-33, in the reply filed on 22 January 2007 is acknowledged. Because applicant 
did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction 
requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§818.03(a)). 

Claims 12-29 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 22 January 2007. 

This application contains claims 12-29 drawn to an invention nonelected in the 
reply filed on 22 January 2007. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action. 

Claim interpretation 

2. The claims are drafted in product-by-process format. Attention is directed to 
MPEP 21 13 for claim analysis of product-by-process claim limitations. Copolymerized 
as now claimed has basis at page 9, lines 15 et seq, discloses the term copolymerized 
and is characterized as a heel solution of silicic acid with a metallic cation. Said 
materials are further characterized as having a "metal-silicate lattice microstructure". 
Applicants (page 2, lines 29-30) characterize the colloidal particles as amorphous and 
spherical in shape, which may be further processed to produce crystalline structure. 
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Two structures appear to be set forth as the "metal-silicate lattice microstructure" 
and the macrostructure as amorphous or crystalline, wherein the microstructure results 
from the presence of the metal cation formation with the silicic acid to form the colloidal 
particles. 

Clearly the claims are not limited to amorphous materials, including the 
independent claims since the claims recite open transitional language, i.e., "comprising", 
and further processing may render the materials crystalline. See claims 36 and 37. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1, 8, 10-11 and 32-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The basis for the 
limitation to "covalently copolymerized" has not been provided and the examiner is 
unable to find appropriate basis in the original specification for said limitations. Whether 
the metal is incorporated into the silicate network is not basis for the terms "covalently 
copolymerized". Applicants fail to provide any testing means, basis in the literature or 
prior art of how the covalent bonds of the "covalently copolymerized" materials are 
determined. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-2,8, 10-11 and 32-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Cundy et al, "Some observations on the preparations and properties of 
colloidal silicalites. Part I: Synthesis of colloidal silicalite-1 and titanosilicalite-1 (TS-1)", 
Microporous and Mesoporous Materials, 66 (2003), pages 143-156. Cundy et al (page 
146, 2.2 Preparation of TS-1 sols) discloses the preparation of titanosilicalite-1 sols with 
TPAOH having 6 mole % of titanium metal and discloses as little as 1 mole % titanium 
metal. The 1 mole % equates to less than 2 wt % of metal based on silica. The 
materials would have been expected to be inherently spherical since the said materials 
have not been otherwise stated. Since claim 1 clearly contemplates the further 
processing of the materials to render them at least somewhat crystalline, it is 
reasonable to conclude that the claims are open to both amorphous and crystalline 
materials. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 19 May 2009 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 
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8. Applicants (page 9) assertions regarding the rejection under 35 USC 112, 1 st 
paragraph, have not been deemed persuasive since the argument asserts the 
specification describes the invention. Said assertions and the descriptions are 
conclusions that applicants provide no basis for in fact. Said rejection is deemed proper 
and has been maintained. 

9. Applicants (pages 9 and 10) assert the Cundy reference is obviated by the 
declaration under 35 USC 1.131. This has not been deemed persuasive since 
applicants' evidence is illegible and indecipherable. Applicants have provide no 
explaination of what said evidence represents and a type-written form of what is present 
on the exhibit pages. The rejection is deemed proper and has been maintained and the 
De3claration is not probative therefor. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. EP 109060, published in 1984, discloses the coprecipitation 
during the formation of silicalite-1 with chromium metal salts as well as alkaline earth 
metals. Specific attention is directed to the instant specification at page 4, lines 23-24; 
page 5, lines 20-21; page 8, lines 1-2; page 9, lines 23-26; and particularly page 16, line 
4 et seq to Synthesis Procedure Three.
